DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 52-87 are pending in this communication filed 1 1/19/07 entered as 
Appeal Brief. 

2. The Finality of the prior Office Action is hereby withdrawn in view of an appeal 
conference decision. The Appeal Conference was held 1/30/08. 

Reopening Prosecution 

3. In view of the Appeal Brief and Argument filed on 1 1 /1 9/07, PROSECUTION IS 
HEREBY REOPENED. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 52-87 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art of record is (US 6,1 1 2,239) Kenner et al., hereafter Kenner. Kenner discloses the 
ISP (14) is a computer, router or terminal server connected to the Internet and is used 
to host user terminals, but failed to disclose the management component being used to 
select one of the media components and using a selected software component to 
control backup and retrieval of data to a storage device and recording a physical 
address with an indexing software module of the selected media software component to 
indicate a location of the data on the storage device in claims 52, 65, and 78. Ignatius 
et al (US 2005/0268068 A1) claiming priority to provisional application no. 60/063,831 
filed October 30, 1997 and continuation-in-part of application no. 09/038,440, filed on 
March 11, 1998, now patent no. 6,418,478 discloses a media agent which maintains an 
index cache which stores index data in the system that is generated curing copying and 
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transmission operations and index data stored with data backed up to the storage 
device and the media agent that controls the storage operation and writes an additional 
copy of the index data to its index cache but fails to disclose, disclose the management 
component being used to select one of the media components and using a selected 
software component to control backup and retrieval of data to a storage device and 
recording a physical address with an indexing software module of the selected media 
software component to indicate a location of the data on the storage device. 
For these reasons claims 52, 65, and 78 are deemed to be allowable over the prior art 
of record, and claims 53-63, 66-77, and 79-87 are allowed by dependency.
